The daisies of France, the Parisian bush 
of marguerites, grow as tall as sapling 
young trees, nodding their white, sun rayed 
fowers high overhead in Hakgala—no mod- | 
est fowers they—and the fernery is the 
bitanist’s dream of Eden. Over 20,000 care- 
fully selected fern plants grow in the moist, 
shady delis, whete tree ferns shade rivulets | 
and podis, and the ferns of tropic and tem- 
perate zones and of other highlands near the 
equator have been carefully cultivated. 

There are native tree ferns there, whose 
tops are twenty feet in the air, and whose 
fronds spread out in soft green feathery 
poséttes, eighteen feet in diameter. 

A tree fern lives to an age of 20 years, 

usually, growing always from the crown, the 
young frond uncurling from the center and 
the old fronds dropping away beneath. The 
young fronds, the tender crown, or bud of 
the tree fern, are the favorite food of wild 
elephants, a tempting fresh salad that they 
hip out with their trunks greedily. Now, that 
the wild elephant no longer trumpets along 
these ravines and hillsides immediately sur- 
rounding Nuwara Bliya, much finer speci- 
mens of tree ferngarégeen than before, since 
this most exquisite Of 411 tree ferns has no 
other eneniles. 

Roses flourish in the cool, moist air of the 
highlands, and the calla lily finds also a con- 
genial home. Tt was a shock, when we fol- 
jowed the attendant into the glass houses, 
expecting to see more wonderful orchids 
chan the pale littte denrobiums growing on 
every mossy tree trunk in the garden, to 
find there some puny chrysanthemums grow- 
ing in pots and the common balsam of farm- 
house dooryards coddled and treasured in 
the same way. Once ina while the temper- 
ate gone can turn the laugh on the tropics.

Husband Is Made Despondent. 

Davis sought to inspire his wife and moth- 
er with affection for each other, but to no 
avail, and a year ago, Mts. Davis says, he 
took to drink. He gradually became , de- 
spondent; his hand lost its cunning, and 
there came a time when there’ was no longer 
sale for the work of his brush. Then the 
mother-in-law and daughter-in-law did not 
speak to each other, and the crisis came on 
last Friday. 
_ The elder couple announced that they were 
going to move, and the artist said he would 
go, too. The wife wept and implored, but 
finally agreed to a separation. It was de- 
cided that the husband should take the child, 
and he said he would call Saturday evening 
for the little girl. 

Parents Leave with Artist. 

The old people went away, leaving no ad- 
dress, and the artist with them. Saturday 
evening he returned for the child. Accord- 
ing to the younger Mrs. Davis, her husband 
appeared holding his cheek and complain- 
ing of a toothache. 

* He said a drug clerk had put laudanum 
into his tooth, but he wanted some more,” 
she told the police. “‘He gave me 80 cents 
and sent me for some. I knew I couldn't 
get it without a prescription, so I walked 
around the block and returned and handed 
/ him back the money. I thought he was in- 
toxicated and when he lay down on the 
couch with his clothes on and appeared to 
go to sleep I thought nothing of It.”

The thing winch caused the most trouble in 
arriving at an agreement and which delayed 
it until an early hour in the morning was the 
choice for the nomination for state's attor- 
ney, For this there were two candidates: 
John F. Smulski of the Twenty-eighth ward 
and John J. Healy of the Twenty-fifth. In- 
eidentally the desire of John A. Linn to be 
county recorder was mixed up in thedispute. 

Smulski was backed by what are called the 
northwest wards, the Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Twenty-seventh, and Twenty- 
| eighth, under the leadership of James Red- 
dick. Behind Healy were the Twenty-fifth 
and Twenty-sixth wards, or Lake View, and 
other north side territory. It was the north 

against the northwest slide. 

After the full caucus had debated this 
deadlock for the ‘entire afternoon session a 
subcommittee consisting of Mr. Deneen, 
Fred A. Busse, James Reddick, and James 
Pease was appointed to settle this and other 
vexed questions, and it struggled with the 
matter without result for some time. 


Agreement Is Reached. 

Finally the suggestion was made that the 
north side take the state’s attorneyship and 
the northwest side the recordership. To 
make it batter for the Seventeenth ward, in 
which Mr. Smulski used to live, and which 
was most earnest in his support, it was sug- 
gested that it might be given a county com- 
missionership as well. On this proposition 
a caucus of the northwest wards was held 
and all agreed’ to it except the Seventeenth, 
For it Isadore Himes stood out, and said 
he did not care for a commissionership. 

Mr. Smulski, however, accepted the de- 
cision of the wards without complaint, and 
shortly after, whan Mr. Healy appeared in 
the rotunda of the hotel, went up and, shak- 
ing hands with him, congratulated him. 

“T am a good soldier,” added Mr. Smulski 
afterwards, shouldering his umbrella and 
presenting arms with it, “and will always 
obey orders.”

TWO MEN HOLD UP CASHIER 
IN KINSLEY’S RESTAURANT. 


Nearly $1,000 Is Taken Early in Morn- 
‘ing by Robbers, Who Overpower the 
Two Men in the Place. 


Returning for a sult case they had left 


LAUDANUM IN THE CASE. earlier in the evening, two well dressed men 

_beld up and robbed the cashier of Kinsley’s 
restaurant, 105 Adams street, at 1 o’clock 
this morning. The robbers secured more 
than $1,000, and, throwing it into the suit 
case, escaped. A watchman, who was the 
only witness to the robbery besides the ~ 
cashier, was bound and gagged and tied ina 


The robbery was carefully planned. The 
two men earlier in the night dined at the 
One carried a suit case, and, 

as they were leaving the building, they 
_stopped at the cigar case. 

“Give us a couple of cigars,”’ said the 
taller of the two men, giving currency in pay- 
As Cashier Rufus Dieckman made 
change he was asked if the case could be left 
there and called for later. 

Two hours later, as Dieckman was count- 
ing the receipts, the men returned. Charles 
Marquetson, the watchman, started toward 
them. 

“We came after that suit case,” said the 
stranger. The watchman allowed the men 
to walk to the desk. 

Marquetson suddenly was forced into a 
chair at the point of a revolver and was 
securely bound and gagged. Meanwhile 
Dieckman had been pushed into a corner 
by the other robber. 

The money taken was in eight tin boxes, 
the receipts of the day from the cafés and 
bars. Besides this the robbers took $500 
from a drawer over the safe. ‘ 

After gathering up the money the robbers 
threw the tin boxes into the suit case with- 
out breaking them open. As they were leav- 
ing by the front door a friend of Dieckman’s 
came up the steps toward the door. He was 
knocked aside by the robbers in their flight. 

Dieckman said after the robbery that he 
could not tell just how much had been taken. 
He has been employed as cashier at the 
restaurant only three weeks. He resides at 
16 Warren avenue. 


ENGINEER IN FIRE, WITH HOSE 
PLAYING ON HIM, SAVES CROWD 


James Shay Sticks to His Post in Burn- 
ing Shafthouse and Hoists Fifteen 
Men to Surface. 


Scranton, Pa., May 8.—James Shay, en- 
gineer at the Blue Ridge colliery, near Peck- 
ville, with flames all about him, and a hose 
company playing a stream of water on him 
to keep his clothing from taking fire, stood 
at the lever in the flercely burning engine 
house and safely hoisted fifteen persons to 
the surface last night. ’ 

A moment after he staggered out of the 
building, with his face and hands badly 
blistered, the roof of the building fell in. 

‘The engine room, the fanhouse, and the 
shaft tower were completely destroyed. 


CHILD’s “SUM” ANGERS A CITY. 


Color Question Is Discovered in Rich- 
mond, Va., School Arithmetic, 


Richmond, Va., May 8—[Special.}]—There 
is trouble in Richmond over an arithmetic 
which has just been adopted by the local 
school board. The work is being bitterly 
eriticised, and an attempt will be made to 
have it removed from the list. The chief ob- 
jection to~it is by former confederate sol- 
diers, and their opposition is based princi- 
pally on this probiem: 

“In a schoolroom containing 567 white 
children, every tenth child is colored. How 
many children are in the school?’ 

It is said that in the sample presented to 
the board for inspection a strip was pasted 
over this problem.

'WENTZ’S BODY FOUND 


Young Philadelphia Millionaire 


CRIME IS LAID TOSQUATTERS 


Disruption of Farms by Mine Opera- 


Bristol, Tenn., May 8.—The body of Ed- 
ward L. Wentz, the young Philadelphia mil- 
lionaire, has been found. Reliable informa- 
tion from Wise county, Va., tonight tells 
of its discovery and identification in the 
mountains near Kellyview, within one mile 
of the place where he disappeared over six 


The search for Wentz has gone on for 
months, the number seeking him being never 
less than 100 and sometimes more than 1,000. 
Many thousands of dollars have been ex- 
Instead of 
being held for ransom the young man was 
killed soon after he was captured by un- 


That the searchers were nearing the end 
of their work generally was believed last FYi- 
day, when in examining the cabin of two 
outlaws who are under arrest on a charge of 
robbery the sheriff's deputies came upon a 
pair of riding breeches finely made and of 


As no one but Mr. Wentz ever had been 
known to wear such things in the mountains 
of three adjoining states, it was at once in- 
ferred that the end of the mystery was in 
sight, and the search was redoubled. Repre- 
sentative Edward Leisenring of Pennsy!l- 
a millionaire coal miner, a dozen 
years ago bought 150,000 acres of land fn this 
vicinity. The residents were squatters, who 
resisted with their rifles all attempts at 
eviction, and who were revengeful and unre- 


Ten miles north of Big Stone Gap is the 
struggling settlement of Kellyview. Near 
there is Roaring creek, which runs into 
Powell river. All this property, rich in coal, 
iron, and timber, was bought by Mr. Leisen-

Russians Leaving Newchwang,

NEWCHWANG, May 7, 9 p. m.—There fg 
every indication that the Russians have de- 
cided to evacuate Newchwang. Troops 
have been leaving here all day long. Forts 
have been dismantled and all artillery have 
been placed on board trains. All the local 
transportation has been commandeered by 
the Russian authorities. 

There is current here a native rumor that 
Japanese troops are in Foochoo bay (on the 
west side of the Liaotung peninsula, and 
about sixty miles north of Port Arthur), but 
this report lacks confirmation. 


Foreigners in Peril. 

The fear is held here that if the Russians 
leave and the Japanese do not at once take 
possession of Newchwang the brigands, who 
are now across the river near Yingkow, will 
pillage the place. The foreign residents are 
prepared to resist the brigands should they 
come over. The British consul has fre- 
quested that a gunboat be sent to New- 
chwang. 

The Russians probably will destroy the 
gunboat Sivoutch before leaving. The ves- 
sel is at Newchwang.

RUSSIANS PRAISE JAP HEROES. 


Of 120 Men Who Sailed Fireships Into 
Port Arthur Thirty Were Captured 
and Fifteen Died at Once. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 9, 3 a. m.—Rus- 
sian accounts affirm that the crews of the 
fireships. at Port Arthur fought with “ un- 
paralleled heroism and fury.” Out of 120, 
only thirty were made prisoners, of whom 
fifteen died immediately from their wounds. 
The other ninety perished. 

Indescribably profound is the impression 
produced by this extraordinary fearlessness 
and by the complete mastery of the technical 
side of military art displayed by the Japa- 
nese. 

The Novoe Wremya admits that the Rus- 
sians greatly underrafed the enemy, and 
adds: 

“ Whereas the Russian was not acquainted 
with Japan, the Japanese have thorough- 
ly studied Russia. The cowardice of the Chi- 
nese led us to draw a false conclusion re- 
specting the bravery of the Japafiese.” 


Jap Casualties at Port Arthur.

ACCOUNT OF YALU FIGHT SAYS IT

Story Says Japanese Shot Bravely and 
Enemy’s Use of Howitzers Had Ef- 
fect of Demoralizing Czar’s Troops— 
Ammunition ‘Exhausted in Midst of 
Engagement—Battery Horses Killed 
and Guns Could Not Be Withdrawn— 
Kouropatkin’ Gives Medals. 


LIAOYANG, May. 8.—The’ first lot: of 
wounded from Kiuliencheng arrived here yes- 
terday. They were on‘a sanitary train and 
tare receiving careful attention. by medical 
officers.

He distributed 
a number of medals for gallantry in action.

It is literally true that not only in the 
meeting of the committee but on the floor 
of the convention as well everything Hill 
suggested was immediately vetoed by the 
majority, which was fairly drunk with its 
own power and which already had driven 
out of the convention practically all the sub- 
stantial democratic delegates from the east, 
leaving Hill alone on the burning political 
deck.

YATES SAYS HE’S SATISFIED. 


Six Hours Before the Convention Will 
Be Most Important, Declares 
the Governor. 


Gov. Yates at the Auditorium Annex last 
evening denied the report that Cass county 
is contested. He said all the delegates were 
instructed for him. Then he reviewed the 
situation. 

**I have carried the state outside of Cook 
county,’ said the governor, “‘ and I am well 
satisfied with the outlook. As to reported 
combinations, I have nothing to say. There 
are six long hours between midnight and 
morning of the day of the convention and 
it is in that time that cliques and combina- 
tions usually are made. As to what the out- 
come will be I have no more idea than the 
maninthe moon. One must be a mind read- 
er to be able to anticipate with any degree 
of correctness the movements of politicians 
on such occasions.” 

The governor spent most of Sunday in his 
room at the Annex, where he had many call- 
ers. He attended serviceg at the.Auditorium 
and heard Dr. Gunsaulus speak, . 

“It is four years since I spoke in the Audi- 
torium,” said the governor. ‘I wanted to 
get some idea of how much volume of tone 
would be necessary to reach every part of 
the big theater distinctly. I find one can 
speak there in an ordinary tone and be heard 
satisfactorily.”’ 

The governor will speak in Chicago tonight 
for the first time during the campaign. It 
is reported that he will tell some inside his- 
tory in connection with the campaign and 
the preparations for it. 


BOUTELL TALKS FOR HARMONY. 


Says It Is Imperative That Illinois Con- 
vention Should Unite Party on 
Strong Men. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—[Special.]— 
“It is clear that no candidate for the re- 
publican gubernatorial nomination in Il- 
linois has a majority of delegates,’ said 
Representative Boutell tonight, ‘“‘ therefore 
the delegates when they meet in convention 
should discuss the situation from all points 
of view, with the good of the party at heart, 
and not the interest of any particular candi- 
date. All candidates should be given careful 
consideration and delegates should select the 
man best calculated to heal all factional dif- 
ferences and on whom the entire party can 
unite.

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SHIFT SCENE 10 CAPITAL. 


REPUBLICAN LEADERS BEGIN 
EXODUS TO SPRINGFIELD. 


Advance Guard Leaves to Open and 
Decorate Candidates’ Headquarters 
for Thursday—Many Chicago Poli- 
ticians Are Delayed by the County 
Convention—Big Delegation of Town 
of Lake Delegates and Friends Will 
Accompany Charles S. Deneen. 


For the next thirty-six hours there will be 
an almost continuous procession of repub- 
lican politicians hastening to Springfield for 
the state convention, which convenes at noon 
on Thursday. 

The advance guard from Chicago set fits 
face toward the capital and began the march 
last night. It was mainly composed of man- 
agers of gubernatorial campaigns and their 
assistants, who went ahead to open and deco- 
rate the headquarterg of their candidates. 
Senator Charles H. Hughes, chief of the Low- 
den forces; Felix J. Strychemans, confiden- 
tial aid to Attorney General Hamlin, and 
their clerks will reach the ground this morn- 
ing. Frank O. Lowden and theattorney gen- 
eral, accompanied by several of their friends, 
will leave on the Alton limited at 11:30 today. 

A large detail of the Chicago and Cook coun- 
ty contingent will get away on the night 
trains tonight. Some will be detained be- 
cause of the county convention until tomor- 
row, when there will be a general exodus of 
all the Chicago delegates and hustlers who 
attend conventions as spectators. 


Big Deneen Delegation Going. 


It is understood that Charles 8. Deneen 
and his headquarters staff, with the dele- 
gates and. many neighborhood friends from 
his own and the four Town of Lake wards, 
will go tomorsow morning, probably on the 
Illinois Central. There has been talk of ar- 
ranging for a special convention train to 
carry many of the Cook county delegates, 
but putting the county convention over to 
today spoiled the original plans. 

Congressman Warner and his headquarters 
force will leave on the Illinois Central to- 
morrgw morning. 

Nearly all the delegates of northern IIli- 
nois will meet in Chicago today, tonight, and 
tomorrow, and make the start together from 
here. The understanding is that the dele- 
gations of counties in the Eleventh con- 
gressional district will comprise the first bat- 
talion and those of the Twelfth district the 
second. 


Many Will Start Tonight. 


Fred A. Busse and his Twenty-first ward 
delegation expect to getaway tonight. With 
him probably will be Graeme Stewart, John 
M. Smyth, and John M. Harlan. Congress- 
man Lorimer, Judge Hanecy, E. J. Mager- 
stadt and their lMeutenants will form an- 
other party to make the trip. Gov. Yates 
and some of his principal appointees have 
arranged to depart immediately after the 
governor concfudes his speech at the Audi- 
torium tonight. 

Chicago, it is estimated, will send at least 
1.500 of its republican citizens to the capital. 
Of that number 513 will be delegates, and 
there is an alternate for each delegate. A 
large majority, if not all, of these alternates 
will go. The politicians easily will make up 
the other 600. There is greater interest in 
this convention and the outcome of its de- 
jiberations than any meeting of its kind with- 
in a decade. With six active and as many 
reapective aspirants hoping for the guber- 
natorial lightning to strike them, SpringSeid 
wil! be the center of political concern not 
only for the people of Illinois but of the 
whole country. 


Will Keep Springfield Busy. 


When every one lands in Springfield the 
town is expected to be crowded to the limit 
of its accommodating capacity. The con- 
vention roll eall will contain the names of 
1,499 delegates, and there will be as many 
alternates, so that the committee on ar- 
rangements must provide seats in the con- 
vention hall for 2,908 accrédited representa- 
tives of the party. The spectators will want 
as many more. The committee has promised 
that it will provide seats for 12,000 in the 
new armory, where the nominations are to 
be made. 

As the state committee has been called to 
meet at 10 a. m. tomorrow members of that 
body from Cook and other northern Illinois 
districts will leave for the capital tonight. 
No attempt will be made at this first session 
to select the temporary officers or make up 
the preliminary roll call. The meeting at 
which these defails will be settled may not 
be held until Wednesday night. In the mean- 
time the committee will look Into the merits

LOWDEN CONFERS 


WITH GOVERNOR. 


Rumor Starts That Plan to 
Throw Colonel’s Strength 
Was Discussed. 


BOTH REFUSE TO TALK. 


Chicago Man’s Followers Figure 
That He Has 200 Votes 
jn Cook County.

Gov. Yates and Col. Frank O. Lowden were 
in conference for an hour at Kinsley’s restau- 
rant late yesterday afternoon, and their 
meeting gave rise to many rumors of plots 
and combinations» Neither the governor 
nor the colonel would discuss their meeting, 
nor were John J. Brown of Vandalia and 
Senator Hughes, who accompanied them, 
more talkative. Politicians saw in the meet- 
ing the last desperate, hopeless stand against 
Charles S. Deneen. It was declared that 
ways and means were discussed of throwing 
what they could of Lowden’s strength to 
Yates. 
was the general opinion of politicians. 

During the campaign Mr. Lowden and his 
managers created an impression among re- 
publicans throughout Illinois that unless he 
secured at least 200 delegates in Cook countys 
he would regard his chance of landing the 
nomination as extremely doubtful. All pub- 
lished returns of the primaries show that he 
fell below the 200 mark. The figures gen- 
erally agree that 187 is the maximum of Cook 
county delegates that can be counted on to 
vote for him. Still Col. Lowden and his 
managers assert that he will have 203. The 
basis on which they rest their claim is not 
known and they refuse to announce it. 


Strengthens the Wavering. 


Messages have been sent to the uninstruct- 
ed delegates, assuring them that Lowden 
has more than 200 votes in Cook, urging them 
to stand by him, and saying that he will be 
mominated. It was feared that the men 
counted for him would be seeking to form 
other alliances, and for that reason the 
jeaders of eight or ten districtg were brought 
to Chicago yesterday and shown how the 
convention can he controlled and the 
colonel’s nomination secured if these dele- 
gates only will “stick” and stay in line 
until after they get to Springfield. 

Among those who participated in the con- 
ference were Senator Charles Hughes of 
Dixon, Harry B. Ward of Du Quoin, Capt. 
Watson of “ t.” Walter Louden of 
Vandalia, John C. Ames, Ralph Bradford, 
Charles T. Cherry, and some of the local 
chiefs. 

“We are just figuring up our votes,” said 
one of the down state leaders, *‘ and our fig- 
ures make Col. Lowden much stronger than 
at any time since the contest began. They: 
show that-Deneen has 310 delegates in Cook 
and that is all he will get. This gives Low- 
den 203. We always have asserted that if 
the cOlonel secured 200 here the remain- 
der of the state would furnish enough to 
nominate him.”’ 

Another statement given out was that the 
defeat of Lorimer and Jamieson and the 
downfall of the old machine helps Col. Low- 


den. 

‘“‘ Republicans out in the state,” said oneof 
the managers, “ are convinced by the results 
of Friday's primaries that the old Cook coun- 
ty machine will not become a factor in state 


politics. They know it has been put out of — 


business.”’ 


“Yates and Hamlin Also Busy. 


Attorney General Hamlin also hed a bu 
day conferring with supporters from all parts 
of the state. Hé, too, made figures and was 
certain the situation is so much in his favor 
that he will be the nominee. The Yates 
men. conferred and planned to capture 
enough of the Lowden delegates when the 
time comes to nominate the governor. 

On the other hand, ft was learned last 
night that Lowden expects the support at 
Springfield of Senators Cullom and Hopkins 
and of Speaker Cannon. His managers were 
spreading a story to the effect that thethree 
had reached an understanding, and when 
the breakup comes they will throw the full 


strength of their support to the Chicago-Ogle ° 


county candidate. It was said, too, that a 
story of this sort reduced to the brevity of 
a telegram was being sent to the chairmen 
of county delegations. 

Senators Cullom and Hopkins were in the 
city yesterday, and the intimation was 
thrown out that they had participated in the 
conference, but this could not be confirmed. 
From what information could be obtained, 
Senator Hopkins called on Gov. Yates at the 
Auditorium Annex and was closeted with him 
during anshour or more. The governor has 
expressed himself as confident that the 
junior senator and the Kane'county delega- . 
tion will “‘ stick to him” as long as he Is In 
the running. 

Other candidates laughed at the efforts of 
the Lowden men to line up the “ big three ” 
for their favorite. Attorney General Ham- 
lin declared there was no truth in the story 
and that i¢ was being put out solely for the 
purpose of keeping the uninstructed dele- 
gates from pledging themselves before they 
get a chance to electioneer them.

WARM GREETINGS 
FOR ROCKEFELLER 


Oil Magnate Congratulated on 
Address by Members of 
-Son’s Bible Class. 


PLEASED AT RECEPTION. 


Supplements Remarks in Infor- 
mal Talk—Thinks Church 
Too Unsociable. 


New York, May 8.—([Special.]—With mem- 
bers of his son’s bible class gathered around 
him in a room in the Fifth Avenue Baptist 
church John D. Rockefeller today supple- 
mented in an impromptu talk the address. 
he had’ delivered the night before upon his 
early career. This time there was no moral 
to the story and no endeavor ‘to analyze 
his success, but a recital of his boyhood ex- 
periences that were related merely for the 
joy of.the recollection they brought. 

Mr. Rockefeller made a plea for sociability 
in the churches, declaring there is too little 
fellowship and broad humanity in modern 
congregations. He particularly was desirous 
of knowing how he had acquitted himself as 
a speaker the night before, and there was 
gratification not to be doubted when he was 
assured repeatedly that the speech had been 
well received. 

Promptly at a quarter to 10 Mr. Rockefeller, 
accompanied by his son and his son’s wife. 
entered the church, having walked from his 
residence. He took a seat in a pew not far 
from the front and every now and then nod- 
ded slightly, apparently in approbation of 
points made in his son's discourse. 


Rockefeller Jr. Talks. 

John D. Rockefeller Jr., talking on “‘ False 
Teachers in the Church,"’ took his text from 
the epistie to Jude and Peter, and remarked 
that there were false teachers today, as there 
were in the times of Christ.

There he was quickly surrounded. 

** Good morning, Mr. Rockefeller,” was the | 
greeting on all sides. “I congratulate you 
on your address last night.’’ 

“TI thank you, one and all,” replied Mr. 
Rockefeller, speaking with evident gratifica-' 
tion. “I did not want to speak at first. You 
know I don’t like to speak in public, but I 
did it to oblige my son and to help you all 
along in the noble work. 

.“* How. did.I. look?’ he asked, turning to 
one he recognized as having been present. 
** Did I look serious? Was I at all embar- 
rassed? You know, it’s a funny thing, but I 
cannot speak in public. I wonder how min- 
isters and college men manage it? They 
write out speeches beforehand and then de- 
liver them verbatim without a break. Howl 
wish I could do that. 

“Do you know, I had my address last night 
all mapped out beforehand. I had it divided 
into half a dozen different heads, and yet 
when I began to speak I became embar- 
rassed and could not follow the speech asl 
intended to present it.

He says he himself does 
not yet know the exact maximum of speed 
that his invention can attain to, but is con- 
vinced that it can haul a train along a 
rt track at more than 400 miles an 

our. 

The rails of the Staten island road rest on 
a steel framework eight feet above the 
ground. The object of this is to give the 


immunity from wreck. The wheels are to 
run on rails, and then to make sure that they 
cannot jump the track magnets will be run 
along under the rails. No matter how high 
is the rate of speed reached, Prof. Albertson 
says, this mode of construction wil] effec- 
tually prevent the train from leaving the 
track. 

“The principle of the invention is so sim- 
ple that even a layman may readily under- 
stand it,’’ said the inventor. “ I have given 
seven years to its study and perfection.”’

PUT IN METERS. 

The annual complaints of a lack of water 
above the first floor in apartment buildings 
and houses are beginning earlier than usu- 
al. It is a bad symptom. It is an indica- 
tion that later on there will be considerable 
distress in many parts of the city because of 
a lack of water. The distress will be all 
the greater if the summerisahotone. Per- 
haps the complaints will be so bad and long 
that the city authorities will be forced to 
do something to lessen the waste of water. 

There are being pumped into the mains 
daily about 376,000,000 gallons of water. 
which is something like 200 gallons per 
capita. That is an allowance far in excess 
of the needs of consumers, but there are a 
great many who do not get that allowance, 
or anything like it, because of the enormous 
amount which iswasted. ‘The city engineer 
has said repeatedly that the Chicago wast- 
age is about 75’ per cent. That sounds like 
a wild estimate, but 100 gallons per capita 
@uily would be a liberal allowance if there 
were no wastage. The city certainly is 
pumping twice as much’ water as it would 
need to if there were no waste. — 

The’ only way to end a state of affairs 
which is growing worse yearly is to install 
meters as rapidly as possible and compel con- 
sumers tepay for what water they use. Then 
the ground floor people, who always have 
enough water, will not use it so recklessly as 
they donow. They will not keep taps open 
all the time in hot weather. They will use 
less water on their gardens and lawns. In 
many cases wastage is due to défective 
house plumbing. After meters have been 
put in owners will-find that bad plumbing

Heis 
doing perfectly right. 

The aldermen who are attempting to nulli- 
fy a Supreme court decision do not seem 
to be aware of the frightful example they 
are setting when they say that they are 
prepared to violate any principle of law 
which, seems to them “unréasonable.” If 
Chicagoans generally were to make that 
their rule of action little respect would be 
paid to council ordinances. Every man who 
chafes under the restrictions of the build- 
ing ordinance would be delighted to be at 
liberty to pronounce it “ unreasonable ” and

Aldermen are great men—in their wards— 
but they are not above the law.

THE STEEL TRUST'S TARIFF. 

The United States Steel corporation sold 
several thousand tons of steel rails this week 
at $28 a ton. That concern and others keep | 
up the domestic price of rails, although the 
cost of production has gone down in the 
last three years and the home demand has 
fallen off. The American roads are not 
buying now except when they feel obliged 
to. | 

When foreigners want steel rails the mills 
are ready to make concessions to them. 
They cut the home price without compunce- 
tion. Several months ago the Pennsyl- 
vania Steel company, competing with the 
United States Steel corporation and with 
English and German manufacturers, made 
sales to some foreign railways at about 
$18 a ton, and did not lose money by the 
transaction. | 

The general manager of a Georgia rail- 
road says, in a letter to Senator Bacon of 
that state, that the best bid he could get last 
February on 5,600 tons of rail was $29 a 
ton delivéred at Savannah. The general 
manager said to the representative of the 
company whose bid was accepted that he 
had friends who were interested in a rail- 
road project in Honduras and would like 
to know at what price they could get rails 
delivered at tide water for shipment. He 
was told at $20 a ton, but that the company 
would only load vessels chartered to a for- 
eign port, and that the charter would be an 
essential part of the contract. The object 
of that was to head off any attempt to use 
the rails at home instead of abroad.

It strikes me that the war in the east has 
already supplied us with lessons far more 
useful, if we choose to learn them, than all 
the lessons of the south African war that 
everybody was talking about the other day.

Even though 
the appreciation of these qualities as essen- 
tial to good work might exist, the genera- 
tions of pursuits that required them ina 
jesser degree than the handicrafts, or not at 
all, had resulted in their deterioration until 
the task of attaining the degree of accuracy 
and perfection of finish requisite for the true 
art-craft product seemed wellnigh impossi- 
ble. And the resulting pitiful botches of 
pretentious efforts have given the opposers 
of the art-craft revival their strongest argu- 
ment in favor of the machine made product. 
But, rightly considered, should not this 
argument be put forth as an additional 
reason for the revival of hahdicraft? Are 
mot the pursuits that develop patience, pre- 
cision, and perseverance infinitely to be pre- 
ferred to those that undermine these quali- 
ties? Do not these qualities go hand in hand 
with honesty and sincerity, and are they not 


It does not follow because these qualities 
are essential to the making of a good crafts- 
man, and are surely cultivated and devel- 
oped by the practice of handicraft, that all 
of those who are following one or another 
of the crafts among us today are infallibly 
possessed of them or will develop them to 
& startling degree as they work. What it 
has taken generations to do it will take other 
generations to undo, and, though apprecia- 
tion of the beauty and the individuality of 
the art-craft product is growing with en- 
couraging rapidity and ever increasing num- 
bers of people are taking up the study of the 
different branches of handicraft, more time 
than for the awakening of this appreciation 
will be required for the overcoming of that 
restlessness under a demand for sustained 
effort, that impatience of slow, painstaking 
progress that is the greatest possible hin- 
drance to worthy accomplishment in this 
field. -The American trait of “ hustling,” the 
overmastering desire to, get something done 
and done quickly, the consuming ambition 
that demands immediate and generous re- 
turns for time, thought, and energy ex- 
pended—all these are perhaps admirable in 
their way and in their place, but they are 
not the qualities that will produce master- 
pieces of handicraft until they are mellowed 
and softened by the turn of a hand, the revo- 
lution of a wheel, the descent of a stamp. 


I have seen &@ woman working in a book 
bindery, tooling away like mad, lines askew, 
tools awry, the whole design hideously dis- 
torted, with but one thought in her mind— 
to get a piece of work “done” in a given 
time. Her teacher had cautioned her in 
vain against haste, and finally left her in 
peace in order to ask her when she triumph- 
antly presented her “ finished” book: 

“Mrs. B., do you really think you have 
improved that piece of leather?’’ 

After looking at it for a few moments with 
a crestfallen expression she finally said: 

“To tell the honest truth, I think I’ve 
simply ruined it.” 

Of course, her own recognition of thie fact 
was a hopeful sign. But at the last report, 
though having come to realize the fatal ef- 
fect of hurry, she had not yet been able to 
complete a book without at least one attack 
of “ hustling” to the irreparable detriment 
of the unhappy binding. . 


Fortunately there are craftsmen in Amer- 
ica, though few and far between, who are 
really worthy to be called masters: who work 
faithfully, conscientiously, skillfully, with 
an enthusiasm too deep for expression ex- 
cept through their work and an ambition that 
manifests itself in their steadfast striving 
for an ever higher standard of excellence, 
of originality, nobility, and beauty, in both 
design and execution, and for an ever broad- 
er, deeper, and richer knowledge of not only 
their individual crafts but the general sub- 
ject as well. With these clear, steady lights 
to show the way, with the numbers of those 
who have escaped the “ quick result ’’ mania 
already turning to the crafts for congenial 
occupation, with many of the infected ones 
realizing the fallacy of that mania and try- 
ing to free themselves from it, and with the 
growing general appreciation of the great 
value of beauty and individuality in ar- 
ticles of use as well as in those purely orna- 
mental, the outlook for the future of handi- 
craft in America and the resultant develop-

Much food is thrown 
away because there is no conception of the 
amount needed, and no knowledge as to how 
to use the left over food.

Tiplets on Cleaning— 


If the stair carpet is worn at the places 
where the stair edges come, try mending 
it in this way. Procure some coarse wool, ‘in 
light colors, and darn the worn patches 
loosely with it; so lossely, in fact, that jt 
sticks up in little hoops all over the worn 
surface. After the worn places have been’ 
filled in in this way, take some water color 
paints and with them tint the wool with 
shades that appear in the carpet. Then 
move the carpet down an inch, so that the 
mended places come just below the stair 
edges, and these will not show at all unless 
looked into closely. 

Wall paper that is varnished should be 
washed with a whitewash brush and a warm, 
soapy lather. After dipping the brush light- 
Iy in the lather squeeze it and work on the 
paper, starting from the celling and proceed- 
ing downwards, finishing one patch all the 
way down before starting upon the next one. 

A good polish to use upon old oak furniture 
is made in the following manner. Také two 
ounces of boiled linseed oil, three ounces of 
turpentine, one ounce of vinegar, and a 
quarter of a pint of methylated spirit. Rub 
a little of this well in and polish it with a 
soft cloth. Carved oak that has become 
dusty and dirty should be scrubbed well with 
hot beer, which should be allowed to dry 
thoroughly before the polish is applied. A 
common nailbrush and toothbrush should be 
kept for dry and cleaning carved furniture. 

It often happens that during her quarterly 
scrutiny of the knives the housewife will 
find that many of the handles have become 
loose. Some resin should be procured to 
mend them. Take the steel blade of the 
knife out and heat the end that goes up into 
the handle. Meanwhile the holein the handle 
should be filled with the dry resin, and when 
the end of the blade part is hot it should be 
pushed into place. It will be found that the 
heat will melt the resin, and when it is cold 
the handle will be held firmly in place. 

The following method is a good one for 
cleaning enameled baths. First of all the 
bath must be made perfectly dry, and then 
it should be scoured with salt and turpentine, 
for this removes all the stains. If the bath 
is afterwards rinsed with clear warm water 
and then dried it will look almost as good as 
new, providing, of course, that the enamel 
is not worn. 

To ¢lean mirrors try rubbing them with 
a ball of soft tissue or other soft paper with 
a little methylated spirit poured on to ft. 
Afterwards polish it with a duster on which 
a little whiting *as been sprinkled, and 
finally rub it with tissue or newspaper. This 
will prevent it from looking smeary. 

Many old gilt picture frames cam be much 
improved by being enameled white, or even 
in colors to. match the paintwork. For in-

J. A. MURPHY’S ROADSTERS AR- 
RIVE FROM CHICAGO. - 


Western Man Is on Hand for the Season 
of Sport on Famous Gotham Boule- 
vard—Is Expected Again to Carry 0ff 
the Honors—Turfmen Think the 
Standing Start Is More Desirable 
than the “Walk Up” System on the 
Eastern Racetracks. 


New York, May 8&—{Special.J—After a 
winter on the snowpath in Chicago James 
A. Murphy and his crack pacer, Don 
Derby, 2:04%, by many regarded as the fast- 
est harness horse ever driven on the road, 
returned to the speedway today, Mr. Murphy 
having shipped all his flyers here for the 
spring driving season and speedway parade 
next Saturday. 

The slippery gaited chestnut gelding that 
won the pacing championship last season 
and defeated all comers without meeting 
one that could make him step to his limit, 
was not started in any of the brushes today. 
Joseph E. Meyer’s former champion, Nathan 
Straus, 2:054%4, was the only horse on the 
road that classed with him, and Mr. Meyer 
was not yet ready to let him measure strides 
with the Chicago whirlwind. 

Both were given their heads in short spins 
along and each showed a turn of speed 
which caused the roadites to long for the 
day when the two cracks shall come together. 

Mr. Murphy’s handsome chestnut pacer, 
Free Advice, 2:10%, was seen in action for 
the first time since he met with an injury 
in a brush last fall. Starting against a high 
headed, rangy big bay pacer, driven by W. 
P. Durand of Chicago, the horse won easily, 
showing his old time speed. 

While the public has had only titree days 
in which to compare the flatfooted style of 
starting with the walk up system, the verdict 
is unanimously in favor of the former. 

It is reported upon excellent authority that 
Harry Payne Whitney has leased for five 
years, with an option of purchasing it out- 
right, the well known breeding and training 
farm of Brookdale at Red Bank, the home 
of the late D. D. Withers, and, after his 
death, the property of Col. W. P. Thompson, 
whose estate still owns it. There are more 
than 800 acres of ground and a fine residence, 
together with stabling for eighty horses. A 
covered track for training horses, six laps to 
the mile, is a feature of the place. The prop- 
erty is valued at $300,000, Of late years the 

race horses owned by J. R. and F. P. Keene 
have been wintered there, and James Rowe, 
their trainer, has made it his home. 

It is said to be the plan of Mr. Whitney 
to bring to Brookuale the stallions Hamburg 
and Meddler, besides some sixty of his 
choicest broodmares now in Kentucky, 
which will be bred to these stallions.

sensation of standing on a pinnacle, the tip 
top of Ceylon, and, sweeping around the 
whole horizon circle, the view was every- 
where unbroken. 

It was a marvelous,-perhaps almost too 
satisfying an extensive view, and this 
sweeping of all Ceylon from shore to shore, 
from the one supreme vantage point, gave 
one strange sensation. One slowly identified 
the Kandy country and hill tops, and the eye 
followed on down to the plain and the Co- 
lumbo shores, but already the heat haze and 
the mists of the steaming lowlands were 
dimming the far edges of the island view 
and,the distances were slowly blotted out. 

An elk’s cry came with startling distinct- 
ness from the opposite hillside, for there are 
bands of wild elk roaming the high jungles 
still, and the government’s prohibition of the 
sale of forest lands above a certain elevation 
reserves a home for the elk for many years to 
come. In far parts of this hill district the elk 
are not so much a terror as a nuisance tothe 
villagers and estates, as they make night 
raids on Vegetable gardens and wreak great 
havoc in that way. 

Again and again came the cry of the wild 
from the opposite jungle clad shoulder 
of Pedro, but the field glasses showed no 
antlered heads or brown bodies. 

“They are the wild animals,’ said my 
Cingalese servant, greatly excited. ‘‘ Those 
Afghans in Kandy can slay them, but Cin- 
galese people not so much. They have tusks 
like*this, not like elephant tusks,’ and he 
swept his arms out and around his head to 
indicate great antlers. 

It was s0 warm and still in the sunshine on 
top, the. sky so radiantly blue, and the little 
wool patches of clouds playing in and 
out of far down valleys and ravines 
so harmiessly white and thin, that 
one could not believe in the series of 
stormy afternoons that had been breaking 
the climatic record and order. 
ny Ceylon ’”’ from end to end, from edge to 
edge of the whole beautiful island, and we 
planned great things for the afternoon and 
for future afternoons. 

But hardly had we come down through the 
moist and fragrant jungles of the hillside 
before an omindusJlueness was apparent in 
the southern sky, and by the time we had 
breakfasted and sped down the beautiful 
Nanuoya pass in jinrikishas black and pur- 
ple clouds across half the sky prof¥—ised more 
of the exceptional weather. 

Again the hand of the brown brother 
grasped the window ledges one by one, as he 
crawled along the outside footboard to work 
the brake wheel on the car, and on steeper 
grades a white brakeman had the burden of 
the same engineering absurdity or car build- 
ing stupidity. 

Then it drizzled, sprinkled, rained, and 
poured in blinding sheets as we grated away 
down grade, and the white man and the 
brown brother had to stick to the outside of 
the car and “ down brakes” with might and 


}main and the one free hand whenever tbe 


engine whistled. 
From the high shelves of the line we looked 
out and down upon the splendid landscape 
panorama. half biurred with white rain 
mists or blotted out with dense clouds; and 
a pianter family in the. same compartment 
called out with excitement now and then as 
they saw deluge clouds sweep into one valley 
or another and burst upon a spur or a hillside. 
They knew all the estates by name and en- 
vied and rejoiced as now one and another 
received the beneficent drenching, but when 
they eaw their own tea strip¢4 hilis swal- 
lowed in a white rain sheet and reached their 
railway station and the waiting dog carts 
they were less jubilant in spirtft. 
Before we reached Kandy we ran out of the 
cool rain clouds and seemed to have been 
dropped suddenly from cool, misty Scotch 
highlands immediately into the tropics. The 
tree ferns and rhododendronse were gone. 
Instead there were palm trees, and rice fields, 
and the lantana bushes again; the air was 
so Warm and heavy that one breathed it with 
difficulty, and the perfume of the flowers_in 
the gardens around the station buildings 
seemed unduly oppressive, suffocating al- 


most. 

‘Blue black thunder clouds covered the sky 
at Kandy, lightning flashed, and there were 
distant rimblings, but it was only threat, 
literally threatening weather. While we had 
tea and war news on the hotel veranda a 
pleading voice came in: 

‘ Please buy insect, lady,’’ and a pasteboard 
box was passedhin containing two exquisite 
pale green “ leaf’’ insects, their frilled and 
fluted wings precisely those of some plant. - 

“ Three rupees, lady. Three rupees,’’ said 
the soft voice, and the deep, soulful Cingalese 
eyes looked volumes of appeal. 

“No, one rupee,” said the hard heart at 
a venture, and in a flash the man said: 
“Very good, very good,”’ handed them over, 
and produced a tiny box containing a twin 
pair of pretty green insects. From another 
pocket he brought a box of “ dead leaf” in- 
sects, then a box with a lank,” stick "' insect, 
and last produced from under his arm a 
wooden box which opened out in two shallow 


-trays, pinned full of all the extraordinary 


-‘${nsecte that crawl or fly over Ceylon. If 
one wishes. he will vanish and stiently re- 
appear with more leaf and stick insects, 
more and more tarantulas, scorpions, centi- 
pedes, blue worms, and butterflies, and the 
market price tumbles so quickly that one al- 
ways repents and knows he has paid too 
much. 

Then the seed man, having patiently waited 


his turn, comes with his soft voice and ap- 


It was “ sun- 


pealing eyes, and offers his-thirty packages 
of flower seeds for a song. He, tos, will van- 
ish like a spirit and reappear with more seeds 
and of different varieties, for in Ceylon there 
is an.embarrassment of botanical riches, and 
everything, comes in many varieties. There 
are twenty-five ipomeas alone, the big trop!- 
cal morning glory, whose sunset blooming 
variety, the moon flower, we know best of ail. 

Then snake charmers and jugglers suc- 
ceeded and began their dreary, plaintive pip- 
ing as they set down their baskets of cobras 
and rag full of magic properties in the full 
glare of the electric lights. But the yellow 
robed priests, coming around from the mon- 
astery, had passed on to the Dalaba Mali- 
gara, the temple of the Tooth, and the sound 
of drums and conches tdld of the evening 
service, the sunset offering of flowers to the 
relic of the founder. 

There are the same people trooping over the 
moat and up the stairway with flat baskets 
and trays of white flowers, the same splash- 
ing of the fountain, lighting and placing of 
candles, and pressing on up the narrow stair- 
way to the carved ivory and gold frame of 
the silver doors, as had gone on every even- 
ing for all the centuries the tooth and its 
predecessor have been treasured in Ceylon, 
and, with only this evéning and morning 
fiower offering for its active estate, the re- 
ligion of the Buddha seems almost as in- 
tangible, as simple as ths cult and .we serv- 
ives of the Quaker sect. 

After dinner there was devil dancing on the 
high terrace or embankment of the lake be- 
fore the hotel, a survival ofan earlier, primi- 
tive religion that Buddhism, unable to sup- 
plant or eradicate, has tolerated. 

The dancers posed, shuffled, and chanted, 
all in masks, some grot e and some ter- 
rible in expression. The deVil dancer's chief 
role in far villages, where they have more 
vogue and real power, is as a healer and: 
exorciser of the Gdemons that vex the human 
body, and mind as well. For this reason, 
there are special masks to be worn for special 
cures, even one to chase away dreams of 
snakes, certain wands to be waved and rat- 
tles shaken to produce certain cures. Buta 
devil dance by electric light before a hotel 
full of European visitors is hardly to be 
taken as the real thing. The ethnologist 
would scorn it, and, instead, go away to the 
smallest, remotest jungle village in the north- 
ern plain, where the devil dancing survives 
in'real force and is more truly the religion of 
the people than the great ethical system of 
the Gautama Buddha. 


BECOMES INSANE ON TRAIN: 
~ HELD AT POLICE STATION. 


Train Dispatcher, Believed to Have Lost 
His Reason from Overwork, Brought 
to Headquarters by a Friend.

SUING IS HIS HOBBY. 


Septuagenarian Busy Seeking 
Freedom from Wife Mar- 
ried in Haste. 


Absolom D. Edgeworth, 75 years old, 626 
West Monroe street, is sought by a deputy 
sheriff from Joliet, where he is under Indict- 
ment on a charge of perjury. The alleged 
offense is connected with the second of the 
man’s three attempts to obtain @ divorce 
from the woman he married in seven 
years ago.

The marriage took place on Oct. 12, 1896, 
and the couple separated the next August. 
Since then Hdgeworth has been busy seeking 
a divorce. 

During five years Edgeworth 4s said to 
have made many demands upon his wife for 
a release of her dower rights, including three 
apartment buildings in Monroe street, near 
Paulina street. In March, 1902, he began 
suit for divorce in Du Page county, it is 
asserted, and the case was dismissed. Pro- 
ceedings begun the following September in 
Joliet proved equally unsatisfactory. It was 
shown that Edgeworth was a resident of 
Chicago, On his testimony and allegations 
in this case the indictment is based. Last 
month Edgeworth started another suit in 
Salem, Ill, and the hearing is set for Sept. 
9. He makes affidavit that he is a citizen 
of Marion county.

Dullness has been the main feature of the

MARKET OOTLOOK DULL 


LARGE NEW YORK HOUSES BE- 
COMING DISCOURAGED. 


Early Spring Boom in Trade Fiattens 
Out—Autumn May Be Better—Bank 
Statement Shows Wide Changes— 
Conservatism in Wholesale Lines— 
Dearth of Large Buying in Iron and 
Machinery—Good Demand for An- 
tHracite Coal—Lumber Trade Better. 


Nothing in the developments of the week 
just closed’ can be taken to Indicate any 
change in the extreme dullness that obtains 
in the securities market. It is discouraging 
to those whose business is that of dealing 
in securities, but as the lack of business is 
general all are in the same company. 

It is disappointing to record that what 
looked like &@ revival in business at the end 
of the first quarter of the year has\proved 
to be sporadic. Most of that which was 

ined has been los®, and where there was 
9 hopefulness there is now resignation 
to the accepted idea of a considerable period 
of no better general conditions than those 
now existing. 

So far as Wall street is concerned some 
of the largest houses are beginning to fee! 
discouraged from the market view point. 
No fear exists as to a downward course of 
prices, but predictions of unending dullness 
are expressed. e market had a good rise, 
general in its nature, and offering the usual 
inducements for the public to become in- 
terested. But even a sustained and con- 
servative advance did not attract outside 
buying, and now with midsummer and a 
campaign coming on, the future of the com- 
mission business is apparent. 


Spring Boom Flattens. 

There is yet reason to hope for a rise later 
in the spring, though the flattening out of 
spring business detracts much from promises 
of better things in the late summer months, 

The volume of general business runs along 
evenly, but does not advance, while ex- 


-penditures in all lines of industry ere still 


keyed up to the 1902 and 1903 pitch. There 
have been no reductions in wages, the cost 
of materials has not decreased to any ap- 
preciable extent, the cost of living and of 
rents remains high, and the productive ca- 
pacity of the country seems to be fairly 
taxed to meet the, volume of expenses. 

Then in reference to the securities market, 
it is to be noted again that great fortunes 
have been lost in the last eighteen months, 
and that the public has lost proportionately 
as much as those of large resources.: This 
is a reecuperative period and one in which 
easy money at the banks does not mean 
individual surplys for speculation. 

When ‘the elettions are over it will, of 
course, be possible to form more satis- 
factory views. The crops are always to be 
taken into consideration, and should these 
be good superficial conditions would make 
for better prices, if the market sentiment 
of the country has not received a jar that 
will require a further period of time to over- 
come. But at all events there does not ap- 
pear now any combination of circumstances 
suggesting a great fall in prices, though 
that a dull market should mean lower quo- 
tations in the next four months would be 


natural. 
Bank Statement. 

The bank statement on Saturday showed 
wide changes in loans and deposits. In the 
former itém there was an expansion of $21,- 
393,200. If Secretary Shaw exacts the usual 
terms from J. P. Morgan & Co. as disbursing 
agents in the Panama canal payments he 
will require of the firm to give security and 
cash to the amount of $40,000,000, being the 
amount of the Panama payments.

Despite the fact that better weather pre- 
valled there was a disposition in practically 
all wholesale lines to go slow. This con- 
servatism was shown by hand to mouth 
purchases and the carrying of moderate 
stocks, and seemed to be due to a desire 
to await trade developments and such sur- 
rounding influences as the crop situation. 
There was some improvement in dry goods 
and clothing and some reordering from the 

maller markets. A fair volume of fall 

uying was noted and collections were fair, 
about keeping pace with orders. There was 
about the.same amount of buying of bulld- 
ing materials, fair demand for lumber and 
structural irons. The paint and oil trade 
showed but slight gain, not enough to over- 
come the general disappointment which has 
prevailed all spring. The disposition to go 
slow was apparent in hides. Tanners were 
moderate buyers. In hardware a moderate 
volume of business was noted, little if any 
improvement over recent trade, 


Iron and Steel Orders Small. 

In the meta] market there was fair buying 
of bars, rails, and structural materials, but 
outside of this there was little activity. 

“ There is‘a dearth of large buying,” says 
the Iron and Machinery World. “* There is 
reported the purchase of 4,000 tons of iron 
barg in one Jot for immediate delivery, but 
the largest transaction in steel rails has not 
been above 2,000 or 3,000 tons, One or two 
purchases of pig iron of 2,500 tons each are 
to be noted, but they stand in a class by 
themselves, The producers of iron ore in the 
Lake Superior ranges have been unable to 
agree upon the conditions for a continuance 
of their organization and prices of ore are 
declining. In pig iron the tendency for the 
week is slightly downward, though there is 
no notable change in prices. Old material 
is regarded as weak in tone, but there is 
scarcely enough business to make a market.” 


Good Anthracite Demand. 


Arrivals_of anthracite coal at Chicago and 
other large distributing points have been uh- 
usually light. Anthracite in western markets 
continues to be active, says the Black Dia- 
mond, notwithstanding that it is now the 
second month in the mining year and the 
price has been advanced 10 cents a ton over 
the circular in April. Many of the western 
shipping agents report that they have enough 
orders booked during last month to take all 
the coal received in May, labor 
troubles on the great lakes should be settled, 
in which event there might be enough coal 
arriving to go around. Western bituminous 
markets are unchanged from last week. 
There is practically no demand from domes- 
tic handlers of this coal, most retailers being 
engaged in cleaning up their yards or in stor- 
ing anthracite. team business continues 
light.

CONDITIONS SIMILAR TO THOSE 
BEFORE MERGER DECISION. 


Active Issues Not Quoted at All In Sat- 
urday’s Trading Until Near Close of 

Business—Abundance ahd Cheapness 
of Money Still Apparent—Profes- 
sional Element Almost Abandons 
Efforts to Revive Interest—Bonds in 
Better Form than Shares. *

NEW YORK, May 8.—[Special. ]—Trading 
tn the stock market last week recalled the 
extreme dullness which prevailed before the 
merger decision was handed down. In Sat- 
urday’s market many of the most prominent 
stocks were not quoted at all until near the 
close, and then were only dealt in in single 
lots of 100 shares. Prices sank from pure 
inanition and no regard was paid to any 
news. 

The feature of the financial markets has 
been the abundance and cheapness of money 
and the neglect, verging on stagnation, of 
the market for securities. Intermittent ad- 
vances and declines from day to day have not 
been sufficient to carry prices to a lower 
level except for a few stocks. The effect 
has been so discouraging to operators that 
even the professional traders have almost 
abandoned their efforts. ; 

Obscurities in the Panama canal transac- 

tion have been largely cleared up by state- 
ments from government officials and by J. 
P. Morgan, whose firm has been intrusted 
with carrying out the details. 
. The tone of the bond market has been much 
better than stocks. But nolarge investment 
demand has been shown. United States 3s, 
regular, have declined \%, the 3s coupon, the 
2s, and the old 4s %, and the new 4s % per 
cent on call during the week.

LONDON TONE FAIRLY GOOD. 


Diminution in Volume of Business Does 
Not Have Depressing Effect 
Predicted.

LONDON, Ma¥%.—In spite of some diminu- 
tion in the volume of business the general 
tendency of the markets last week may be 
characterized as fairly good. South Ameri- 
cans have been dull for the most part, and, 
except Chileans, are all quoted lower than 
last week. Home rails again have been in 
high favor, though dealing has been confined 
mainly to a few leading stocks. Canadians 
have been dull, particularly Grand Trunk 
stocks, while Americans remain almost with- 
out feature. 

Prices of *“‘ war’’ stocks again have fol- 
lowed the fortunes of conflict, Japanese 
issues showing a fairly substantial improve- 
ment, while Russians have declined 1 to 2 
points. The French market has been gloomy. 

The Statist remains as optimistic as ever, 
and holds to the opinion that what is really 
going on is a natural reaction after a rapid, 
unbroken rise that has taken place, and 
that as soon as operators have taken their 
profits and possibly waited a week or so 
there will be a resumption of the upward 
movement. It argues that, even if investors 
in Russian bonds get alarmed and throw 
down their stocks, the crisis would rapidly 
pass. 

The money supply this week has been 
superabundant, owing in part to $5,000,000 
borrowed from the banks last week in con- 
nection with the stock exchange settlement. 
Money for the week can be obtained at 14 
per cent. The loss of g6ld was $3,000,000 for 
the week, of which only $75,000 went abroad, 
the remainder going to the provinces. 

More amusement than surprise is felt in 
London by the proposed issue of a loan of 
$50,000,000 by Japan. Why, it is asked, 
should this be so soon after Japan’s success 
on the Yalu? There are grave shakings of 
the hea@ over it. The Economist remarks: 

‘“The fact that Russia has met with a re- 
verse does not mean that she ultimately must 
be defeated.” 


REPORT ON THE SECURITY FIRE. 


Maryland Department Finds Condition 
Favorable—Figures on Balti- 
more Loss. 


Baltimore, Md., May 8.—[Special.]~—The Mary- 
land insurance department has completed its ex- 
amination of the Security Fire Insurance company, 
with a favorable report. J. Ramsey Barry, first 
vice president of the company, says: 

‘* The capital of $200,000 is not impaired and sur- 
plus and reserves amount to $65,000. This is after 
providing $190,000 to meet the losses of February. 
The company has made an alliance west through 
the firm of Adolph Loeb & Son, Chicago. Leo A. 
Loeb will become a director of the Security. His 
house will have charge of the states of Ilnois, 
Missouri, Minnesota, Iowa, and Michigan.’’ 

Chairman Paul Turner of the genera! loss com- 
mittee of the insurance companies has just finished 
a revised report of insurance loss on the Baltimore 
fire. He now figures the total salvage at $5,160,004, 
Out of 2,176 assignments of losses made by the 
committee 1,081 have been returned.

ILLINOIS 


DESCENT IS MADE ON THE MASON- 
IC TEMPLE BUILDING. 


Nearly 500 Persons Forced to Seek 
Elsewhere for Meeting Places—Ac- 
tion Is Caused by an Order from 
Com Williamsa—Manage- 
ment Declares an Appeal Will Be 
Made to Courts, as Ordinances Were 
Obeyed in Original Construction. 


Despite the order of Commissioner Will- 
jams, the agents of the Masonic temple yes- 
terday again opened several of the halis in 
the building to their regular Sunday clientéle 
of societies and churches, 

The result was that nearly 500 angry per- 
sons were incontinently turned out by the 
police at 3:30 p. m. and forced to search else- 
where for meeting places. A guard remained 
on watch in the building to insure obedience 
to the order. The management declared 
there would be an immediate appeal to the 
courts. 

It was discovered last Saturday night that 
the Masonic temple halls still were open, 
and Commissioner Williams sent an order 
to the police to see that all halls in the center 
of the city, higher than the sixth floor, were 
to be kept closed. . 

Warning was sent the Masonic temple 
agents and.notice was served on Farnham, 

Willoughby & Co., who control the building, 
that the halls must remain closed. Yester- 
day afternoon, however, four halls above 
the fifth floor were found to be occupied, and 
a police raid followed the discovery. 

The organizations disturbed were: The Fif- 
teen Soul circle, 150 persons, in hall 613; the 
Self-Culture society, fifty persons, in hall 
912; the Composite club, a “new thought ”’ 
organization, 100 persons, in Oriental hall, 
on the seventeenth floor. In hall 913 
Samuel C. Irving, "who was Van Dine’s 
attorney in the car barn bandits’ case, 
was lecturing on “Capital Punishment” 
to the Chicago Society of Anthropol- 
ogy. The lecture was stopped and moved 
to the fifth floor, where it was continued. 
The lecturer maintained that the government 
has no right to inflict the death penalty. 

H. J. Farnham of Farnham, Willoughby 
& Co. declared the closing of the halls has 
precipitated a fight. 

“The police must close the halls every 
night and twice on Sunday,” he said. 
“They will be opened regularly to keep our 
dates and be kept open until the police inter- 
fere. They are closed because we have only 

one staircase in the building, although we 
complied with the ordinance at the time it 
was built.” 


IN DEFENSE OF MRS.” EDDY. 


A. V. Stewart Declares Christian Science 
Leader Sane and Calls Alienist’s 
Charge “Gross Injustice.” 


Chicago, May 8.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
Dr. D. R. Brower’s classification of the Rev. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy with the insaneis a 
gross injustice, an evil accusation for which 
it is difficult to account, and which should 
not pass without correction. 

Judgings from~the report of the Curran 
hearing, in which the doctor was testifying, 
there was nothing whatever in the case to 
cause a witness even to mention Christian 
Science or its discoverer, and it is incon- 
ceivable that a learned doctor would descend 
to the level of an attack upon a woman whose 
teachings are attracting many of the bright- 
est minds in this country and abroad. 

It is evident that the physician has no 
acquaintance with Mrs, Eddy, perhaps never 
having seen her, and he doubtless knows 
nothing about her, aside from the general 
knowledge that she is the discoverer of Chris- 
tian Science. 

Mrs. Eddy has successfully established a 
religious propaganda which I believe is with- 
out a parallel, taking time, numbers, and its 
healing and regenerating work into con- 
sideration,‘and hundreds of thousands of the 
best people on earth have deliberately and itn 
full possession of their reasoning faculties 
accepted the teachings of Christian Science. 
Why? Because in these teachings they find 
a perfect rule of right thinking. which, fol- 
lowed to a logical conclusion, produces cor- 
rect results in the regeneration of character 
and in physical healing, just as the mathe- 
matician reaches the proper solution of his 
problem by thinking and working correctly 
with figures. 

The only reason the doctor gives fér his 
accusation is what he terms “ her expansive 
ideas of her importance in the world and 
as a teacher of religion.’’ 

The foregoing statement leads me to make 
the positive assertion that the doctor knows 
nothing whatever of Mrs. Eddy’s thought 
regarding herself or her work. Those who 
know her best bear witness to her meekness, 
her consecrated life, and her adherence to 
the scriptural injunctions regarding self-im- 
molation. 

Furthermore, the number who know that 
Mrs. Eddy needs no defense is large and 
rapidly increasing. Her life work, her Chris- 
tian character, her love for humanity, and 
her self-sacrificing devotion to the cause of 
Christ attest her worth, and she carnot be 
successfully assailed.
